The one-mile Garden State Stakes for 
d-year-olds, to be run at Garden State 
Park Saturday, October 31, will be the 
world’s richest horse race, as racing people 
already know, and as Brownie Leach, on 
leave of absence from Churchill Downs 
and its Kentucky Derby, is now reminding 
them. The $100,000 in added money has 
been swollen by nomination and eligibility 
fees to $239,395. Mrs. M. E. Person’s Fu- 
turity winner Porterhouse and Clifford 
Lussky’s Tuosix are expected to be supple- 
mentary entries at $7,500 each before the 
October 21 deadline, and there may be a 
starting field of 15 or more, adding an- 
other $22,500 and bringing the huge purse 
to more than $275,000. 


One of the most publicized candidates 
for the biggest slice of this huge pie will 
be The Pie King, bred in Ireland and 
owned. by Ray Bell and Ellwood B. John- 
ston, the California caterer for whom the 
colt was named. The Pie King has estab- 
lished himself as the best of the season’s 
2year-olds in England, and after his Gim- 
crack Stakes victory was returned to Ire- 
land and put to work on a grassless course 
in preparation for the big race at Gar- 
den State, 

Bell expects to arrive in the East Oc- 
tober 18. The next day he expects to greet 
the plane which will fly The Pie King 
directly from Ireland, Along with the 
champion will come two other 2-year-olds, 
Herculis and Brogue, also Irish trainer 
P, J. (Paddy) Prendergast and jockey 
Tommy Gosling. Bell expects to make pre- 
liminary application for a license on be- 
half of Prendergast, who wishes to saddle 
the colt himself. Prendergast is Ireland’s 
most successful trainer of recent years. 

There will be no preliminary race for 
The Pie King. His first U. S. start will be 
in the Garden State Stakes. If he wins, 
the amazing story of *Windy City II will 
have a still more amazing sequel. 

Except for the filly Evening Out, nearly 
all the most important 2-year-old develop- 
ments of the season are eligible for the 
Garden State—assuming Porterhouse be- 
comes a supplementary nomination. 


*TURN-TO FROM IRELAND 


After *Turn-to’s victory in the Saratoga 
Special (by disqualification of Porter- 
house), THE BLoop-Horse reported, in its 
issue of August 27, that the colt was bred 
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in England by E. R. Miville and Mrs. 
¢. L. Hastings. James Woods, a reader in 
Dublin, has pointed out that Mr. Miville 
lives in Ireland and that *Turn-to was 
red there,

Los ANGELES 
The Strange Case of Frosty Dawn, 
which promises to have a long and sensa- 
tional and not at all popular run in the 
courts. has just been given an official air- 
ing by the California Horse Racing Board. 
Meeting in special session in Los Angeles, 
the commission heard O. L. McKenney, 
former general manager of Del Mar, as- 
sume full responsibility for falsifying ree- 
ords that permitted Frosty Dawn, an in- 
eligible horse, to run in the Debutante 
Stakes on August 29. But neither the 
members of the board, nor anyone else, 
heard McKenney say why he did it. 
McKenney’s damaging admissions, of 
course. highlighted the session. But there 
was also some interesting testimony from 
President Alfred Hart of Del Mar and 
trainers Willie Alvarado (of Frosty Dawn) 
and B. R. Roberts (of Lady Cover Up) 
before the meeting convened with deputy 
attorney general William V. O’Connor 
promising an opinion from the attorney 
general’s office in 15 days on the board’s 
power and the extent of its jurisdiction 
affecting any possible redistribution of the 
mutuel pool. O’Connor asked for the legal 
views of both sides on the questions, and 
attorney T. P, Cosgrove, representing Del 
Mar, and C. Ray Robinson, representing 
the Black Gold Stable, agreed to file briefs 


within ten days. 


It seems safe to predict that if the 
board orders a redistribution of the pool, 
Del Mar will pay it rather than oppose 
any ruling of the commission, On the 
other hand, if the board should rule that 
such a redistribution of the mutuel pool 
is unnecessary, the case probably will be 
fought out in the civil courts. 

To backtrack just a moment for the 
benefit of anyone who may have come in 
late, Frosty Dawn, owned. in partnership 
by Anita King and Gus Luellwitz, won 
the Debutante Stakes at Del Mar, with 
Black Gold Stable’s Lady Cover Up sec- 
md. An investigation later disclosed that 
Frosty Dawn had not been kept eligible 
for the race, and the purse was awarded 
to Lady Cover Up after an official protest 
by the Black Gold Stable. McKenney sub- 


sequently was fired as general manager, 


Racing Board Hears Testimony 
In a Case With a Long Future 


CALIFORNIA

and Luellwitz was suspended and his case 
referred to the California Horse Racing 
Board. But to get on with the hearing— 

McKenney testified to four conversations 
with Luellwitz regarding the eligibility of 
Frosty Dawn in the Debutante Stakes. One 
was a telephone conversation, and the 
others took place at the track after the 
publication in June of eligibles for the 
stake, According to McKenney. Luellwitz 
protested that he had not been notified of 
the closing deadline for the Debutante. 

McKenney then testified that Luellwitz 
had given him two checks. The first he 
said he returned because the check was 
dated after the closing of the stake on 
May 15. The other check was dated May 5, 
and went through the clearing house on 
August 12, It was this check that McKen- 
ney admitted handing to Edward L. Park- 
er, paymaster of purses, on August 11, 
with the comment, “Ed, I found this in 
my desk drawer; put it through.” 

“You knew you were violating the 
rules?” O’Connor asked at this point. 

“T did,” replied McKenney. 

“Did you receive any money from Mr. 
Luellwitz? A bribe, or the offer of a 
job?” 
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“No,” McKenney said, 

“Why did you do it?” 

“That I cannot answer,” McKenney re- 
plied thoughtfully. 

McKenney then admitted making false 
statements to the stewards on September 
2 when he was questioned, and it was not 
until later that he repudiated the story 
and gave the facts. 

McKenney testified that only he and 
his secretary, Hugh Skinner, were aware 
of the deception. He declared that no other 
official or director of Del Mar knew of 
the falsification until the facts came out 
later, Skinner testified that after the Deb- 
utante was run, McKenney remarked, 
“The race couldn’t have come out in a 
worse way.” 

Hart was asked by Dwight Murphy, 
chairman of the board, if Del Mar felt 
any responsibility to the people who has 
lost money because an ineligible horse 
had been allowed to run in the race. 

“The public does not bet on eligibility,” 
Hart answered, “but rather on the horse 
in a race. If Del Mar is guilty of any- 
thing, it is of misplacing a trust.” 

Alvarado testified he thought Frosty 
Dawn ineligible until three days before 
the race, when he was asked by Jim 
Richmond, of the track’s publicity staff, 
who had been engaged to ride the filly. At 
this stage, Murphy interjected the com- 
ment that he found it hard to believe 
Alvarado operated his business in such a 
manner, 

Roberts said his suspicions were first 
aroused by George Hollander, who acts 
as his stable agent in addition to being 
agent for jockey Ray York. Both Roberts 
and Hollander thought it strange that 
Frosty Dawn’s name did not appear on 
the original list of nominations. 

Roberts verbally questioned the eligibil- 
ity of Frosty Dawn when entries were 
being taken at 7 a. m. the morning before 
the stakes, but dropped the subject when 
word was relayed to him from McKen- 
neys home that “all papers were in 
order.” 

The next afternoon, Roberts testified, 
Wendell Cassidy. presiding steward, came 
up to him in the paddock and informed 
him that Frosty Dawn was eligible. 

“Tt seemed a strange thing for him to 
come to me. The stewards usually call for 
you to come into the offices,” Roberts said. 
“T just took a longshot guess and filed 
the protest.” 

At the special meeting, the Racing 
Board did not go into the subject of Luell- 
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witz’s suspension. He appeared at the 
hearing attended by a nurse, but his hea!th 
seemed so poor that he was excused from 
the ordeal of testifying and his deposition 
will be taken later. 

Of course, there are all sorts of conjec- 
tures about the entire case. Luellwitz is 
a millionaire lumberman, who is in the 
neighborhood of 80 years of age. His 
horses—like Moonrush and *Windy City 
II, for example—have won many rich and 
important stakes. He has been in racing 
for years. and his stable has always been 
one of the most respected in California. 
It was almost inconceivable that he would 
do anything not in keeping with the rules 
of the sport. 

As for McKenney, he was regarded as 
a topflight executive with a first-class job. 
Now he is probably through with racing 
forever. 

Why did he do it? Almost everyone be- 
lieves McKenney was simply trying to do 
a favor for a friend. When the subject 
first came up he probably regarded Frosty 
Dawn as a doubtful starter. and even later 
didn’t give her a chance of winning. But 
it was against the rules, and McKenney’s 
luck simply ran out. 

There are many other conjectures, too. 
most of which center around a bitter per- 
sonal feeling between Hart. president of 
Del Mar, and William M. Black. breeder 
of Lady Cover Up. His son. Bill Black Jr.. 
a student at Stanford. is owner of the 
Black Gold Stable. 

Black has been commended for filing 
the protest and bringing the Frosty Dawn 
case into the open. He has been proven 
right by the stewards, who upheld the 
protest and awarded the Debutante purse 
to the filly he bred. Pushing the case he- 
yond that to recover money lost on pari- 
mutuel wagers on Lady Cover Up seems 
mainly an attempt to embarrass the pres- 
ent regime. Why? The answer to that 
question is not clear yet. 

However, it could have serious conse- 
quences in racing. John A. Morris, presi- 
dent of the Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions, pointed this out in a telegram to 


Mr. Murphy. It said: 


I have been advised that in the near future the 
California Horse Racing Board may be asked to 
revise the mutuel pay-off in the Debutante Stakes 
run at Del Mar on August 29. If such request is 
presented I would appreciate having the board 
advised that the Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions of the United States, Inc., is strongly of the 
opinion that any changes in the mutuel pay-off 
after the race has been declared official by the 
stewards and so posted can only result in chaotic 
conditions which would seriously hamper the con- 
duct of Thoroughbred racing contests everywhere. 

It is well established custom and practice that 
the order of finish for betting purposes shall be 
determined and posted by the stewards as soon as 
possible after the running of the race and that 
decision is final insofar as the pay-off of wagers is 
concerned. In any deliberations on this question 
I sincerely hope that the board will consider not 
only the problems of California in this respect but 
the effect which its ruling may have on racing 
throughout the United States and throughout the 
world. 


Hormones: Like Other Medicine, 


They May Be Dangerous Poison

After reading the recent report of The 
Jockey Club round-table. it seems to me 
that there should be more open discus- 
sion of the fad of using high-geared hor- 
mones and vitamins on race horses. From 
the character of the questions discussed, 
it appears that some of the more influ- 
ential people in the horse industry are 
becoming quite apprehensive about the 
present trend in hormone therapy. 

I will state emphatically that I do not 
wish to set myself up as an authority on 
the endocrine system of the race horse. 
On the other hand, I want to emphasize 
the fact that there is no such person as a 
snecialist on these glands. Nowhere in 
the world has there been any acceptable. 
scientific, controlled work done on race 
horses. All we have is hearsay evidence. 
All our present knowledge is pirated 
directly from human medicine. Humans 
are the guinea pigs for horses. Perhaps 
there has been some little work done some- 
where on experimental horses. by the 
neople who have hormones to sell. but 
this type of finding is not very reliable as 
scientific evidence when applied to a 
leved-uv horse in training. 


THE HANDY GUY 


“T’ve got to pay off some debts. and 
this is the trade I know.” 

With this sad and simple explana- 
tion. Earl Sande, aged 54, got out his 
old boots. borrowed the rest of his 
tack, and accepted his first mount 
since he retired (for the third time) 
in 1932. In a race for maiden fillies 
at Belmont Park October 5. Sande’s 
mount was Honest Bread. whose only 
previous start had been at Hialeah 
Park in February. 

There appeared to be only the re- 
motest chance that Honest Bread 
could win, but New York’s hard- 
hearted horse players were touched. 
They not only applauded repeatedly 
the handy guy of thirty years ago. 
they backed his mount until she was 
second choice at 7 to 1. 

Sande, who had never broken from 

a starting gate, got Honest Bread 
away in front, rated her there for 
half a mile, then nursed her fading 
speed well enough to finish third. He 
earned $25 and the assurance of more 
chances to ride. For once he was 
lucky in losing; the film of the race 
showed he had brushed against an- 
other runner. 


To fulfill the need of the knowledge we 
require, we must have accurately con- 
trolled work done on horses actually in 
training. First of all we must have a report 
on the pharmacology of each drug, that 
is, the action of the drug on the heart, 
respiration, digestion. and brain centers, 
This series must be checked against a 
similar number of control horses, This 
sort of authoritative work has never been 
done. Therefore anyone who cares to give 
an opinion is just about as authentic as 
the next fellow. 


When I was in college, we used to do 
observations on the drug action on the 
moribund old knockers that were to be 
killed for the dissecting laboratory. Much 
to my chagrin, I found that, while these 
figures were of great value as a basis of 
comparion, they were quite dangerous 
when applied to high-strung horses. I soon 
found out that an ordinary aloes ball 
could be as deadly as a well placed bul- 
let. I have seen high-geared horses thrown 
into convulsions by one-tenth of a grain 
of strychnine, while most horses will tol- 
erate much larger doses. So it is with 
supercharged hormones and _ vitamins, 
What is one horse’s medicine might very 
well be the ruination of another. 


This applies particularly to the size and 
frequency of the dose. It is no trick at all 
to vary the drug action by the size of the 
dose. This is a very cogent factor in con- 
sidering the use of powerful hormones. 
Since we have not the faintest idea how 
much of the hormone is already circulating 
in the horse’s blood we cannot know how 
much is safe to give, As we do not know 
how much to give, the usual procedure is 
to give about four to six times the human 
dose, and then jump back and hope for 
the best. Since the human dose: varies 
widely for different diseases, you can use 
almost any figure and multiply by six and 
be as accurate as the next fellow. Things 
would get a bit messy if the M. D.’s were 
to take one-sixth of the horse dose as the 
human does. Ouch, let me out of here! 

It has been my impression that over the 
past few years there has been an upswing 
in the number of horses dropping dead 
around the tracks. It may be that these 
cases are given more publicity. I have seen 
a few that I had grave doubts about, Of 
course, when you try to get a history on 
these strange happenings, no one is going 
to put his neck out and admit that they 
were touching him up a bit. It used to be 
the same years ago when cocaine and 
heroin were the rage. The funniest things 
happened and nobody knew nothin’. 

Due to the violent action of some of

the hormones on the heart I would sup- 
pose that some of the unfortunate critters 
with a twisted valve in the heart would go 
into a heart block. This is especially true 
of adrenalin, which can do amazing tricks 
to the heart and blood pressure. If I were 
a jockey, I would make sure my insurance 
was paid up before getting on any horse 
supercharged with adrenalin. If you have 
ever blown your top and flown into a fit 
of rage, you can well appreciate what 
adrenalin can do to the heart and blood 
pressure, If you feel that you must use 
adrenalin on a horse, look out for any 
undue excitment or rage, as this will cause 
more adrenalin to be poured into the 
blood and thus cause a heart block. The 
violent use of the whip on a tired horse 
has this effect, to bolster up a failing blood 
circulation. 


As to the use of adrenalin on young 
horses, the effect on the sexual develop- 
ment must be profound, To cite one case 
to indicate that the sexual development 
of the individual is directly under control 
of the adrenal glands, let it be well un- 
derstood that the bearded lady of the side- 
shows has diseased ardenal glands. If you 
want your fillies to grow beards—and no 
ovaries—just give them enough adrenalin, 

I might say in passing that the Jockey 
Guild should take a keen interest in what 
is being given to the horses they ride. I 
had a personal experience with a hot horse 
I was riding myself. A few years ago I 
was hunting a mare that was more ex- 
plosive than a hydrogen bomb. I decided 
that I knew enough to quiet this character, 
so I gave her a nice big dose of testoster- 
one and off I went to the meet. Everything 
was perfect for the first hour, and she was 
quieter than she ever was and she didn’t 
pull a lick. I was tickled that I had the 
key, and started to boast how I had quieted 
her down, when all of a sudden she started 
to stumble over the smallest rock in the 
path. I kept going with her till she hit a 
stone wall from the bottom up. I rode her 
home and I mean she was really stagger- 
ing. From that day I vowed that I would 
put nothing under any horse’s hide for 
someone else to ride. 

Almost every day there are new reports 
on hormones. The veterinary journals have 
reports of some beautiful work done on 
farm animals, but never a word on the 
horse. If the horse world thinks it can sit 
on its hands, till someone furnishes con- 
clusive proof on every controversial sub- 
ject, it has another think coming. Who is 
doing the essential research? Where are 
the specialists being trained? Where would 
ascholar go if he wanted to do advanced 
study on race horses? Who has any def- 
inte facts to indicate that a race horse 
needs hormones, any more than he needs 
benzedrine? 

If a horse needs any powerful medica- 
tion, is it not a logical supposition that 
it is not fit to race, and should be on the 
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Aid for Phenothiazine Research 


A recent report from Rice Institute, 
based on experiments with laboratory rats, 
raised a question as to whether some 
types of phenothiazine might have an ad- 
verse effect on thyroid action in the Thor- 
oughbred race horse (THE BLoop-Horse, 
August 29, page 494). The Grayson Found- 
ation now has appropriated funds in sup- 
port of research on the problem. 

William du Pont Jr., president of the 
Grayson Foundation, called together some 
of the officers and members of the Founda- 
tion and workers on research projects, for 
a conference at his Walnut Hall Farm, 
Boyce, Va., October 1 and 2. Present, be- 
sides Mr. du Pont, were Dr. R. E. Shope 
and Dr. A. L. Brueckner, vice presidents; 
Dean W. A. Hagen, of Cornell, of the 
scientific advisory committee; Dr. F. E. 
Hull and Dr. E. R. Doll, of the University 
of Kentucky (studying virus abortion) ; 
Dr. Charles E. Randall, head of the bac- 
teriology department in Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity’s medical school (tissue culture of 
virus abortion and swamp fever virus) ; 
Col. J. H. Kintner, who directs the in- 
vestigation of equine influenza and asso- 
ciated respiratory conditions at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland; and Col. John H. 
Rust and Lt. Col. Bernard F. Trum, rep- 


resenting the agricultural research pro- 
gram of the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the University of Tennessee. 


Dr. Brueckner, director of research pro- 
jects for the Grayson Foundation, told 
THE Bioop-HorseE after the Boyce meet- 
ing: 


“A thorough discussion of all phases of 
the above projects between the various 
workers was entered into, Intensive efforts 
are being put forth by this group of 
workers to further evaluate the probable 
relationship of the viruses of equine abor- 
tion and influenza... . 


“A project titled ‘The Influence of 
Phenothiazine on Thyroid Action in the 
Horse,’ to determine the effect of pheno- 
thiazine on horses, particularly on Thor- 
oughbreds, has been formulated by the 
group at Oak Ridge and is being support- 
ed by a grant from the Grayson Founda- 
tion. This work should get on its way in 
the very near future. It is planned to 
determine what types of phenothiazine 
which are on the market produce the 
effect on the thyroid and, further, to de- 
termine whether or not the action has 
any permanent influence on the animals 
which have been treated.”

sick list? If the drug is not given against 
any specific disease, isn’t it a safe bet to 
assume that it is given to “light a horse 
up”? Is it all right to “light up a horse” 
provided it doesn’t show up in the “spit 
box”? Is a smatter of hypocrisy essential 
to successful horsemanship? 

These and many more pressing questions 
are urgently in need of answering. Must 
we all bag our heads till it breaks out on 
the front page of the newspapers? The 
current Wayne Smart fiasco, in Michigan, 
is a beautiful example of the game of 
“button, button, who’s got the button?” 
One side is screaming that hormones are 
powerful stimulating drugs, while the 
other side is screeching that they are not. 
Neither side has worthwhile evidence to 
back up its claim. The outcome is that 
three experts are set down for a year, and 
the whole mess is going to be dragged 
through the courts to the detriment of all 
racing. 

If hormones are being used, let us be 
honest about it and try to arrive at an 
intelligent view of the situation, before the 
legislators come up with some more re- 
strictive legislation. It is my firm convic- 
tion that all matters of this controversial 
nature should be thrashed out by the 
horsemen themselves, before the cops 
lower the boom. 


If the spit box boys want a suggestion 
that will shed some light on the subject, 
why not apply the test to all beaten favor- 
ites? If this were done I suspect it might 
show that more horses are stopped by the 
needle than are helped by it. Since more 
horses would be helped by a sedative than 
by a stimulant, it is a pretty safe bet that 
stimulation is very much overrated any- 
way. If I could ever get the chance to 
prove it, I bet a few bob that I can wake 
more horses up with plain sugar than with 
all the hormones in the book. 


In an Associated Press story, the New 
York Times gives the following latest 
report on hormones: 


GENEVA, Sept. 15.—The World Health Organ- 
ization issued a warning today against indis- 
criminate use of cortisone and other related rem- 
edies against rheumatic diseases. A group of ex- 
perts from six nations discussed the new remedies 
and reported that, while these drugs can be of. 
great value, they are still in the experimental stage 
and should be reserved for selected cases under the 


control of specialists. 


Now, if any owner is convinced that his 
horse needs these drugs to get around the 
track faster than the next horse, he better 
grab himself a good specialist before they 
are all set down for a year,

Indian Hill and Second Avenue 
Gain Their Distinctions Late 


CHICAGO 
It is doubtful that Indian Hill and Sec- 


ond Avenue ever will be described as 
“magnificent cripples” like Old Rosebud 
and Equipoise, but as horses which waited 
until their years were well spent before 
they became stakes winners, they deserve 
niches in the same hail with, let us say, 
Calumet Dick, Action, and Marriage. 


This is not to make comparisons of the 
respective or relative abilities of the horses 
mentioned, but is an effort to point out 
the category in which Indian Hill and 
Second Avenue most properly belong. If 
comparisons must be made between these 
two contemporaries, Indian Hill must be 
described as the better sprinter. He has 
proved it. 

When the 5-year-old black stallion 
Indian Hill (Burg-El-Arab—Brown Plum- 
age, by Hard Tack) won the six-furlong 
Billings Handicap at Hawthorne in track 
record time on September 30, Second 
Avenue finished fourth, beaten four 
lengths. Indian Hill carried 122 pounds, 
Second Avenue 112. 


Previously, on. September 19, Indian 
Hill, 115. had won the Midwest Handi- 
cap, 614 furlongs on a sloppy track, with 
Second Avenue, 111, third by almost five 
lengths. Those two races pretty well estab- 
lished Indian Hill’s supremacy at short 
distances. He is the best sprinter in the 
Chicago area this year. His closest rival 
for that distinction is another cripple, the 
4-year-old Baybrook (Brookfield—Coralie 


By by Apprehension), now retired with 


new injuries, 

The Midwest Handicap was Indian Hill’s 
first stakes victory, the Billings Handicap 
his second, and perhaps last. His pérman- 
ent retirement may be announced soon. 
While Indian Hill did not win a stakes 
until he was five, and has started only ten 
times, winning seven, 

Second Avenue (War Jeep—Euneva, by 
Rolled Stocking) was six before he be- 
came a stakes winner this year. Owned by 
Theodore D. Buhl, of Detroit, Second Ave- 
nue was bred by A. B. Karle, of Craw- 
fordsville, Indiana, who consigned him to 
the Keeneland yearling sales in 1948. His 
present owner purchased him there for 
$4,000. He is not afflicted with the infirm- 
aties of Indian Hill, although, like the 
latter, he did not race as a 4-year-old. He 
has started 87 times, won 14, placed in 29 
other races, earned $124,855. 

Indian Hill is a conspicuous example of 
a horse whose earnings fall far short of 


providing a true measurement of his class. 
He also exemplifies the adage that “only 
the good ones break down.” Starting only 
once at two, he finished third. At three 
he won three of his four starts. He did not 
race at four, but while resting a bowed 
tendon had a season at stud, his first crop 
being foals of 1953. It is a tribute to his 
trainer, Howard Wells, at whose Lexington 
farm the horse stood, that Indian Hill was 
able to return to the races and perform 
so brilliantly this year. Indian Hill was 
bred by his present owner, Dr, George 
H. Knapp, of Cincinnati, and was foaled 
at Claiborne Stud, Paris. Ky. 


In five starts this year, Indian Hill won 
four, the latest being the Billings Handi- 
cap in which he went to the front imme- 
diately, stayed in front to beat Eljay by 
two lengths. completing the six furlongs 
in 1:0935, which equaled Andy B. W.’s 
track record in the same race last year. 
The winner’s $11.650 brought Indian 
Hill’s earnings to $43,875. 


CHICAGO HANDICAP. Indian Hill was 
a nominee for the $25.000 Chicago Handi- 
cap, one mile on Hawthorne’s grass course. 
but did not start. This materially increased 
the prospects for the dozen which did 
start. 

Second Avenue, 112, was good enough 
to make the most of the situation. He 
moved up from sixth position in the final 
quarter to catch the leading Le Monde, 
113, forty yards from the finish and win 
by a head, with the favorite Irish-bred 
*Indian Hemp, 112, third, one length be- 
hind Le Monde. The winner and *Indian 
Hemp are candidates for the $75.000-added 
Hawthorne Gold Cup on October 17. 
*Indian Hemp. which appeared to be 
ready to take the lead entering the stretch, 
had no apparent excuses. 


The Chicago Handicap was Second Ave- 
nue’s fourth win and third stakes this 
year. He won the first stakes of his career 
when he took the F. M. Alger Memorial 
Handicap, six furlongs. at Detroit on May 
30. Followine that victory. he won the 
Michigan Mile on June 25. 


CONFIRMATION, In the 614-furlong 
Spy Song Handicap at Hawthorne on Sep- 
tember 23, the brown colt Sir Mango 
(Gilded Knight—Marie Kantar, by *Kan- 
tar) confirmed the opinions of a good 
many horsemen thet he is just about the 
best 3-year-old which has been regularly 
employed around Chicavo this season, Of 
course, when Native Dancer was here, 


that was a horse of another color in more 
ways than one. 

Prior to the Spy Song Handicap. Sir 
Mango had won four races this year, none 
of them stakes, but all rather impressive 
wins. He had placed in seven others, in. 
cluding three stakes, one of which was Na. 
tive Dancer’s Arlington Classic. He was 
second in that one, also fourth to The 
Dancer in the American Derby. Sir Mango 
went into the Spy Song Handicap with 
earnings of $93,412, of which $70,437 
came this year. He added $12,350, boosting 
his total to $105,762. 

Sir Mango went to the front at once 
in the Spy Song Handicap, led all the way, 
won easily in 1:1635. He might have equal- 
ed or lowered the track record, 1:16, if 
he had been pressed. He carried 120 
pounds, conceding from three to ten 
pounds to his nine rivals, Excepting Na- 
tive Dancer, he has finished ahead of prac. 
tically all the 3-year-olds which have fin. 
ished ahead of him at one time or another, 
As a 2-year-old, Sir Mango won the Hyde 
Park Stakes, his only other stakes victory, 

Bred by his present owner, Harry N, 
Eads, of Dayton, Ohio, Sir Mango was 
foaled at the Jonabell Stables of John A, 
Bell Jr., Lexington, where his sire. Gilded 
Knight, stood at the time. 


LOSSES. Few horses have been lost to 
racing through breakdown or other acci- 
dents on Chicago tracks this year, but 
some of the instances which have occurred 
have been outstanding. Stone bruises ac- 
quired at Washington Park were said to 
have contributed to the retirement. tem- 
porarily at least, of Native Dancer and 
Mark-Ye-Well. 

Brownell Combs’ 4-year-old filly Bella 
Figura (Count Fleet—Miss Dogwood, by 
*Bull Dog), winner of the Modesty Handi- 
cap, suffered a fractured sesamoid during 
the running of the Midwest Handicap at 
Hawthorne on September 19, She will be 
bred next spring. 

A few days earlier, the 4-year-old colt 
Baybrook (Brookfield—Coralie B., by Ap- 
prehension) received a fracture of the 
small metatarsal (rear splint) bone. He 
won the Edward J. Fleming Memorial 
Handicap last spring. At two he won the 
George Wolfe Memorial Stakes. He is 
owned by Mrs. J. L. Knight and her son, 
Lucien J., of Lexington.

Tropical Park has reached an agreement 


-with the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 


tective Association on purses to be distrib- 
uted during Tropical’s 42-day meeting 
scheduled to open November 30.

In ArcdeTriomphe 


Paul Duboseq’s entry of La Sorellina 
(the little sister) and her year-older half- 
brother Silnet finished first and second, a 
head apart, in the 2,400-meter Prix de 
lAre de Triomphe, Europe’s richest race, 
at the Longchamp course, Paris, Sunday, 
October 4. Outsiders at more than 16 to 1 
in the field of 25 runners, the two stable- 
mates took the lead from R. B. Strass- 
burger’s Worden after turning into the 
downhill homestretch. They drew away to 
a three-lengths margin at the finish, and 
Worden lasted just long enough to beat 
Buisson d’Or a head for third money. 

The Are de Triomphe, traditionally one 
of Europe’s leading international races, is 
now subsidized through a national lottery, 
and this year had a value of about 35 
million francs (about $105,000). Favorite 
was the Aga Khan’s Italian-bred Nuccio, 
the 1952 winner, which finished far back. 
George Rolls’ Zucchero, headstrong as 
usual, lost about ten lengths at the start. 
Another English invader, the St. Leger 
winner Premonition, ran well to the final 
straight, where another horse struck his 
hind leg and laid a tendon bare; he 
finished sixth.

Greentree Shift 


From New York last week Greentree 
Stable’s trainer John M. Gaver announced 
that One Hitter had been shipped to 
Greentree Farm at Lexington to enter the 
stud next year. The stable some weeks 
ago had announced the retirement of Tom 
Fool at the end of the current season; 
the champion will run next—and probably 
for the last time—in the Pimlico Special. 


If One Hitter has a championship, it is 
in the class-for-size category. Less than 
average size, he was nicknamed “Junior” 
by race track crowds, but he has proved 
himself big in competition. He leaves the 
tracks with earnings of $311,775 to his 
credit. 

One Hitter had good class in each of the 
six years he raced, though he did not 
actually win a stakes race until he was 
four. At two, in 1948, the son of Shut Out 
—Bold Anna, by Bold Venture, was third 
in the Walden Stakes. At three he was 
second in the Yankee Handicap. Shevlin 
Stakes, Dwyer Stakes, and Discovery 
Handicap, and third in the Withers. In 
his first two seasons he earned $50,895. 


At four he won the Questionnaire and 
Manhattan Handicaps and the Pimlico 
Special; at five, the Massachusetts and 
Edgemere Handicaps and Whitney Stakes; 
at six, the Suburban, Monmouth, and Sar- 
atoga Handicaps; and this year. at seven, 
the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap. 
Altogether he won 18 of his 87 races and 
was placed in 31 others. 

One Hitter’s fee has been fixed at 
$1,000 for a live foal. A fertility test is to 
be made before any mares are definitely 
accepted for his book. 

The two new stallions posed a problem 
for Clarkson Beard, manager at Greentree 
Farm. He already had five stallions on the 
farm, Bimelech, Shut Out. Devil Diver. 
Amphitheatre, and Capot. “That's about 
all we can handle here,” he said this week 
in making the announcement that Devil 
Diver and Amphitheatre would be shifted 
to Lou Doherty’s Stallion Station, where 
they will remain under Greentree owner- 
ship and will be easily available to Green- 
tree mares. 

Devil Diver will stand at a fee of $1.009 
Amphitheatre at $500, both on a live-foal 
basis. 

The addition of Spartan Valor and the 
two Greentree horses brings the prospec- 
tive tenants of the Stallion Station to 
seven—one short of its present capacity. 
The others are Roman, Bolero, *Rico 
Monte, and Daumier, which is to be flown 
from Italy within the next few weeks. An- 
other barn will double the capacity of 
the standing-room-only farm, but it is not 
expected to be completed in time to receive 
horses for the 1954 season.

He has been turned out at the 
Helis Stock Farm. Jobstown. N. J., and 
will be shipped to L. P. Doherty’s Stallion 
Station at Lexington. He will stand there 
at a fee of $1.500 for a live foal. 


Spartan Valor. foaled in 1948 at the 
Helis Stock Farm. is a son of Attention 
(one of the best sons of Equipoise) out 
of Arisbi. by *Bull Dog. A stakes winner 
in each of his four seasons of racing. he 
reached a new peak of class in the early 
part of the 1952 season. when he won the 
Hialeah Inaugural. McLennan. Widener, 
Excelsior, Gallant Fox. and Valley Forge 
Handicaps, establishing new track records 
in the McLennan and Valley Forge. 


In May he was clearly the outstanding 
handicap horse of the season. and_ his 
assignment for the Suburban 
Handicap was 132 pounds. He did not 
run in the Suburban.

After Porterhouse had finished first in the Sara- 
toga Special on August 15, Mrs. Mary Elizabeth 
Altemus Whitney Person, with a crutch under an 
arm and a cast on a broken foot, hobbled down 
to the winner’s circle at Saratoga, and hobbled out 
again when her colt was disqualified. In the big 
race at Belmont Park she led in the winner, 
crutch, cast, and all, and this time she stayed 
longer in the winner's enclosure. 

Porterhouse had been affected with a virus attack 
after the Special, and did not get back to the 
races until the Monday before the Futurity, when 
he went to the post at 9 to 1 in the six-furlong 
Anticipation Purse and scored a narrow victory. 
For the Futurity trainer Charles Whittingham had 
him in top condition, but he went to the post at 
odds slightly better than 7 to 1. The Chicago star 
Hasty Road was favorite, the unbeaten filly Evening 
Qut second choice, and C. V. Whitney’s Fisherman 
third choice. None of the favored ones gained a part 
of the purse; Evening Out, fifth, made the best 
showing. 


Evening Out, Porterhouse, and War Piper ap- 
peared among the early leaders. Greentree Stable’s 
Card Trick had a brief lead at the half-mile, then 
faded quickly. About three-sixteenths of a mile 
from the finish Willie Boland drove Porterhouse to 
the front, and the colt from Llangollen ran home 
unchallenged. The result looked convincing enough 
from the stands. Only Dave Gorman. who rode the 
Hopeful winner Artismo into second place, refused 
to concede the winner’s superiority. 


“IT was going to the front when Artismo spotted 
the crowd at about the eighth-pole and propped. 
. . . That cost us the race. I still think I rode the 
best 2-year-old in America today.” 

First money in the Futurity was enough to 
make Porterhouse the first $100,000 winner bred 
by his owner, and the first by the Argentinian star 
*Endeavour II, which was imported for stud service 
at Llangollen Farm in Virginia after his unsuccess- 
ful effort in Empire City’s inaugural Gold Cup, run 
at Belmont Park in 1947. 

Red Stamp. dam of Porterhouse, was bred by 
Mrs. Person (then Mrs. Whitney) from the stakes- 
winning mare Peggy Porter. Unraced at two and 
four, she won eight of her 23 races at three, five, 
and six, earning $23,700. She showed extreme speed 
up to six or eight furlongs, and at five ranked 
just below the best stakes-class mares. Notes on 
the family were given in Tue Broop-Horse of 
June 20, page 1188.

*Royal Vale was a 9-to-10 favorite for the Man- 
hattan Handicap, which followed immediately after 
the Futurity, despite his top weight of 126 pounds 
and his failure a week earlier at Atlantic City. 
Belmont Park’s crowd of about 35,000 figured him 
better at the 144-mile distance than Alerted, the 
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second choice. It dismissed the lightly weighted 
Jampol as a front-runner which would leave off 
running in front before the race was over. So did 
Eddie Arcaro and Conn McCreary as they let 
Jampol open up a lead of three lengths on the 
backstretch. 


The front-runner proved terribly stubborn. At 
the eighth-pole he still had a length and a half 
of his lead, with Alerted and *Royal Vale half- 
lapped behind him. *Royal Vale dropped back, but 
Alerted, under McCreary’s steady punishment 
through the last furlong, kept gaining until just 
before the finish. Jampol went under the wire with 
a neck advantage, and his scatter of backers cashed 
their $2 tickets for $31.60. 


Jampol was bred by Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott, 
owner of the historic Montpelier estate at Orange, 
Va., and as a yearling was included in a mixed 
sale at Belmont Park in September, 1950. Philip 
Godfrey bought him for $4,500, began racing him 
the following April, and shortly lost him to Max 
Kahlbaum at a claiming price of $7,000. For 
Kahlbaum he won a division of the Endurance 
Handicap as a 2-year-old, and at three the Preak- 
ness Prep, Leonard Richards, and Providence 
Stakes. This year he had finished second in the 
Laurel Handicap and Narragansett Special and 
third in the Meadowland and New York Handicaps. 

Jampol is the only stakes winner this year for 
Thumbs Up, which died in 1951. His dam, *Winkle 
II, foaled a filly by *Orestes II] May 16 and was 
bred to *Blenheim II.

The Mixed Sales at Belmont: 
159 Yearlings Average $2,160 


In three night sessions in a big tent at 
Belmont Park last week the Fasig-Tipton 
Company sold 159 yearlings for $343,400, 
an average of $2,160 per head. The sale 
was supplemental to the more selective 
auctions held at Saratoga in August, but 
the combined totals represented a larger 
number of yearlings than were sold at 
Saratoga last year, so that no direct com- 
parison can be made. The record by ses- 
sions at Belmont is given below, with the 
Saratoga total appended:

The auctions at Saratoga, automatically 
raised in quality by reducing the cata- 
logue to five sessions, were 32.3 per cent 
higher in average price than in 1952, The 
$5,926 average for the two series was 
only 6 per cent lower than the $6,312 
average for 332 head sold at Saratoga last 
year, despite the considerably larger num- 
ber of yearlings offered. 

As judged by the yearling prices, the 
market for bloodstock remains exception- 
ally strong. It is, however, still a hazard- 
ous business for the breeder who fails to 
set a high standard for the stock he offers. 
Of the 159 yearlings sold at Belmont Park 
last week, only 14 brought as much as 
$5,000, and certainly the majority repre- 
sented a loss rather than a gain for their 
breeders. 

In two morning sessions the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Company also sold 105 head of horses 
in training for a total of $277,800, average 
$2,646. 

The tent in which the horses were sold 
was large enough to accommodate several 
hundred spectators. The yearlings were 
quartered about fifty yards away in a long 
row of large tents with wooden stalls. The 
tents were made ready with circus efh- 
ciency. Workmen started putting them up 
at 9 a. m. on the Saturday preceding the 
sales, and at noon Henry Knight’s big 
consignment arrived and moved in at once. 

The only mishap in the temporary set-up 
was on the first night: a gasoline engine 
supplying power for electrical current 
failed, and left the crowd in darkness for 
about half an hour. 


First session of the yearling sales was 
given in THE BLoop-Horse of last week. 
The other two sessions, and also the two 
morning sales, are reported below. 


Wednesday Night: Yearlings 


A group of small consignments, mostly 
from breeders who had been represented 
in the earlier sales at Saratoga, comprised 
the second session of the yearling sales. 
The 48 head which went through the ring 
brought a total of $91,900, average $1,915. 


Half the yearlings ranged in price from 
$1,000 to $2,700; 13 brought less than

MUIR MEADOWS 
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the Middle-Class Horse 
Get His Share of the Money? 


This is the seventh in a series of 
reports on a round-table discussion 
held by The Jockey Club and attended 
by 18 men representing various phases 
of the Thoroughbred industry. 


“The next one is purse distribution: it 
seems that the opportunity for the middle 
class horse has diminished. A horse must 
either be able to compete in stakes or drop 
directly into claiming races if he is to 
have a reasonable earning capacity.” 


MR. CASSIDY, I don’t believe that’s 
true in New York. 

MR. HANCOCK. We worked out some- 
thing down there. Alec came over and we 
got some papers. It’s rather amazing on 
the day of the Kent Stakes at Delaware, 
the earnings of those starters in the Kent 
Stakes, there were 10 or 11 listed, was 
around $135,000 or $140,000, of which 
Jamie K. had earned $75,000. There was 
an allowance race, a very good allowance 
race, on the same program, and the starters 
in that had earned about $60,000. The last 
race of the day, $3,500 platers, a mile and 
an eighth, the ones who were entered, the 
past two years had earned $140,000. I dis-

agree with Mr. Jacobs. I believe anyone 
with average intelligence can go into a 
claiming race today for $4,500 and claim 
a sound horse that will run over a distance 
of ground, and run him 52 times in the 
next year and triple his money. I’ve seen 
it done too often. 


MR. JACOBS. You're only talking about 
the ones that are successful. You don’t 
see the ones that are not successful, 

MR. PHIPPS. He qualified his state- 
ment by saying a sound horse. 

MR. JACOBS. But when you put the 
money in there, you have no guarantee 
that he’s going to be sound when he comes 
out. 

MR. WIDENER. Arthur, don’t you 
think that a handicap for $7,500 is for 
the middle class horse? 

MR, HANCOCK. Yes, sir. 

MR. WIDENER. Well I think we run 
quite a few of those here. 


MR. HANCOCK. You'll find their earn- 


ing capacity is nothing like the horse that 
ran in the last race of the day. 

MR. CASSIDY. There’s a reason for 
that. A horse that runs in a $3,500 claiming 
race may run five times to a horse that 
runs in a $7,500 condition race. 

MR. HANCOCK. Is it because a $3,500 
horse is sounder? Or because there are 
more opportunities. 

MR. CASSIDY. No, he gets more op. 
portunities because there are more horses 
of that category and more races are pro. 
vided for them. You get 1,000 horses at 
a race track, 750 of them are cheaper 
grade. 

MR. HANCOCK. That’s exactly what 
I’m trying to say, but those horses that 
you are providing the greater opportunity 
for are still $3.500 horses, but there are a 
good many of those other horses, I’m 
breaking it down to average earnings per 
head. and you're going to find the average 
earnings of the $3.500 horse is a good deal 
more than the average earnings of the 
$20,000 horse who runs for $7,500 purse, 
I think it’s wrong. 

MR. CASSIDY. How can you alter it? 
Take New York. what can they do? 

MR. PERLMAN, The reason actually is 
very obvious. The opportunities are there 
for those horses or you can’t fill the races. 
Many days in New York the reason that 
you see two claiming races and two maiden 
races is simply because the other races 
for better horses didn’t fill,

MR. HANCOCK. Can’t the man who 
alocates the stalls control that situation 
some way? 

MR. CASSIDY. How? 

MR. HANCOCK. I don’t know, I’m not 
on that end of it. 

MR. CASSIDY. What we try to do is 
get the best horses we can and have as 
many races for the best horses as will fill, 
That’s the objective of New York racing. 
But how can you do it, we’d like to know 
how to do it. 

MR. HANCOCK. This goes back to the 
yearling market because that’s the only 
business I know anything about. What you 
say about the last three years having been 
very good is true, the sales have been good 
if you look at them superficially, but a 
$5,000 bid would have bought 78 per cent 
or 80 per cent of all horses that went into 
the ring—that’s not a healthy state. You’ve 
got those few top horses that bring fan-

tastic prices, $50,000 down to $20,000, but 
then you fall off to a very bad bottom. 

MR. PERLMAN. Do you think that’s 
related to the stalls? 

MR. HANCOCK. It’s related to the 
stalls and purse distribution. 

MR. PERLMAN, I really doubt it, be- 
cause most of your customers for good 
horses have to be 90 per cent people who 
have had experience in racing. If you 
could interest 10 per cent to come in and 
buy horses, it would be tremendous. Those 
90 per cent who are in have raced and had 
no difficulty in getting stalls. In fact as far 
as New York is concerned, New York has 
the best racing and the good horses can 
move to Delaware, Monmouth Park, all 
over the plaéé’and they'd be glad to take 
them. In fact, tracks like Suffolk Downs, 
Monmouth Park and Garden State go out 
of their way to interest people who have 
good horses. But of course if a man has 
one good horse and 10 dogs, they can’t go 
ahead and give him 11 stalls. 

MR. HANCOCK. The answer to it, as I 
say, is the fact that if you’ve got a decent 
horse that has won a couple or three 
races, you can go anywhere in the world

with him, and you haven’t got any place 
to run him. You won’t find a race a month. 

MR. CASSIDY. Where can you get com- 
petition for him? 

MR. HANCOCK. There are lots of those 
horses. 

MR. CASSIDY. We tried to get them, 
we tried very hard to get them, 


MR. ORTELL. Mr. Hancock, I want to 
tell you about the better class races. A 
racing secretary, now I don’t mean Mr. 
Campbell, but as a rule, if you’ve got a 
pretty good horse, and he knows he can 
make a race for him, he’s going to de- 
liberately bar you and make you run 
Saturday. He’s what you call a Saturday 
horse. You get one opportunity a week. 
Where a $3,500 horse, an eighth race 
horse, can run anytime he wants. I have 
heard racing secretaries say, “Well, I'll 
save him for Saturday.” You can’t blame 
him, he’s got his job, but they have Sat- 
urday horses, Tuesday horses and Friday 
horses. 

MR. PERLMAN. I think it’s more than 
that. We see it in our own office every day 
when we get entries from the various 
tracks. We’ve got all the conditions that 
were originally established. At tracks like 
Arlington Park, New York, Delaware, and 
even Monmouth Park every day that

they’ve got three good races carded nearly 
two of them are out, and they have to 
put on a substitute or split another race. 
The problem isn’t that there aren’t enough 
races for the good horses, it’s that they 
don’t fill, there aren’t enough of those kind 
of horses for competition. In fact that jg 


probably one of our great problems. If we | 


had enough horses, in my opinion, today, 
to fill the good races, that would gradually 
eliminate those bad horses, because there 
would be no races, 

MR. JACOBS. I think the whole set-up 
has been wrong for a long time. The differ. 
ence in the purses between the better grade 
horses and cheap horses is very little. Yoy 
take a $3,500 race for your cheapest 
horses. You get another race for a $4,000 
purse or a $4,500 purse, they’re liable to 
be your best horses on the grounds. And 
they’re running for $4,000 or $4,500. Your 
difference is too small. That’s why so many 
of those good horses don’t earn anything 
at all. Take California, Hollywood Park, 
where they had to add all that money to 
it. Instead of raising the minimum from 
$3,500, they could have kept it at $3,500, 
They could have made a lot of those races 
7, 8, 10 thousand for the better horses, 
But instead of that they raised the $2,000 
horses, they let them run for $4,000, it 
wasn’t right. And so many race tracks 
have been doing the same thing. The differ. 
ence between the better horses and the 
cheaper horses, the purses are very small, 
The cause of that HBPA difficulty was with 
a lot of the racing secretaries who put on 
better grade races that they knew weren't 
going to fill, and then they substituted a 
cheap race. Then they went around brag- 
ging that they saved their salary, by put- 
ting the cheap races on and saved the 
money for the association. One racing sec- 
retary used to brag about that. He’d put 
a lot of trick races on he knew had ‘no 
chance of filling. I'll tell you where they 
made their mistake. When they hid a low 
minimum, they’d put on ‘a-$100,000 race, 
take all the purse money and make one 
$100,000 race and starve everybody else 
out. They never had any in-between races. 


“The ever-growing problem of stalls 
harries both the public breeder and the 
small breeder who races his horses. Many 
prospective customers of the highest type 
are afraid to enter the game because they 
have heard that stalls will be unavailable 
to them. Also, many small breeders are 
unable to secure stalls when they desire 
to race, Perhaps a partial answer would 
be the development of an export market. 
In this line, it is interesting to note that 
while purse distribution has increased 
seventy per cent from 1945 to 1951, year 
ling prices have, in the same period, de- 
clined twenty per cent.” 

MR. PERLMAN. Is that right, about 
yearling prices declining on the average? 

MR. HANCOCK. Yes, since 1945 it has. 
I sent that question in, I don’t know what 
the answer to it is, but I do know we have 
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many people who come to the sales to buy 
yearlings and then go away without any, 
or maybe with one when they intended to 
buy five, because they know they can’t 
et stalls. 

MR. WIDENER. Do you mean stalls im- 
mediately after they’re brought? 

MR. HANCOCK. No. I mean to race. 

MR. CASSIDY. You mean there are not 
enough stalls throughout the country for 
the horses. 

MR. HANCOCK, At the good tracks. I 
don’t think there’s any problem as far as 
I'm concerned, as far as the breeder’s con- 
cerned, at Cranwood Park for instance. 
But it’s darn difficult to sell a man a 
$20,000 yearling and have him come back 
next year and say “I couldn’t get stalls in 
New York, I couldn’t get stalls in Florida 
or Chicago,” and have him go out of the 
game. I could name three or four or five 
people who have come in and gone out. 

MR. CASSIDY. Mr. Hancock, don’t you 
believe that condition would exist almost 
irrespective of how many stalls you have? 
For instance, in New York we have in the 
neighborhood of three or four thousand 
stalls, and we have ten thousand applicants 
for them. So that if we increased our stall 
space 100 per cent we still wouldn’t be 
able to take care of the horses that want 
to come here. Somebody has to be shut 
out. Now the person who buys new horses 
aid hasn’t established his position in 
racing, doesn’t get the same consideration 
as those who have been in the business 
and have raced here in New York, Then 
there’s another thing, if you were to double 
your stalls in any locality you don’t im- 
prove racing there because it spreads the 
money around too much, there are too 
many horses there and not enough races to 
keep them going. There’s a limit to the 
number of stalls a track can have in any 
locality. 

MR. O’BRIEN. Another thing, in the 
spring we'd get all the 2-year-olds in the 
world. If we gave the space to the 2-year- 
olds, we’d shut out the older horses, and 
we can’t do that. We’ve got to restrict the 
number of 2-year-olds, 

MR. PERLMAN. You have the opposite 
problem in Florida. I think the number of 
stalls in Florida makes the thing econom- 
ically unsound, 

MR. JACOBS. Another thing, why the 
yearling prices have been dropping, so 
many big buyers that we’ve had the past 
years are all raising horses themselves 
today. You can name any number of them 
that are breeding themselves. 

MR. PERLMAN. These figures, though, 
ae not right in relation to good horses, 
they are only right in relation to volume, 
because you’ve had a lot of sales in which 
alot of horses have gone into the sales 
that didn’t belong there at all, But I think 
your Keeneland sales the past two years 
have heen the best you’ve ever had. 

MR. HANCOCK. No, 1945 was the best 
year. 1946 was better than the last three 
years then it slid off and came back up.

A JOCKEY CLAIMS LIBEL 


Jockey Norman Cohen, a rider at Long. 
acres, Playfair, and other western tracks, 
has filed one of the most unusual libel 
suits in the history of racing. Cohen has 
instituted a $100,000 libel suit in Superior 
Court, Spokane, Wash., against the Spokes- 
man-Review, one of Spokane’s daily news. 
papers, the Cowles Publishing Company. 
and Frank Ferguson, turf writer for the 
Spokesman-Review. 

Ferguson’s story on the Spokane Fu 
turity, run at Playfair on September 20, 
said that Cohen turned in “a bad ride” 
on Call Call, the 45-100 favorite in the 
stakes. According to the Daily Racing 
Form chart of the race, Call Call, winner 
of four of his six previous starts, including 
two stakes at Longacres, was away slowly, 
“was squeezed back repeatedly in the firs 
quarter mile, was forced to come extreme 
ly wide entering the backstretch to clos 
on the leaders, displaced Toplette [the 
winner] momentarily a furlong away, but 
appeared to hang in the closing strides.” 

‘Cohen claims that bad racing luck wa: 
responsible for Call Call’s defeat, and 
charges that Ferguson’s story has injured 
his reputation.
